still is, despite the exertions of the Sanitary 
Board, going from bad ta worse, Tt is to. bo 
hoped that when wo got an efficignt aysien * 
of drainage and a much bottor water supply, 
an improvement i in the healthinces of Hony- 
kong will, bo noticeable, but wo must ox: 
bresa our conviction that the Colony at the 
prosont time is nob as healthy as it was ten 
yenrsago. All tha new works in progress, 
or contemplated—auch as the wator works 
and the drainage scheme—involve heavy 
expanditure, but thoy are absolutely neces 
aary not dnly for the health of those residing 
here but oven, to some extent, for the com- 
morciol prosperity of tha. Colony, The 
proposed sanitary works will, howover, 
bo more for tha benefit of those who 
como after us than those residing here 
at the present time, and for this reason 
every effort should bo madp to spread the 
payment of tho cost of such works over as > 
long a period ns possible. This can only 
ba dono by means of a loan, tho Te-payment. 
of the money borrowed, or raised, for carry- 
ing out the necessary works going on for 
twenty or thirty years until it is completed, 
In opening thé present session of the Legia- 
lative Council, His Excellency the Governor 
referred to this anbject, and anid that no ;

The English language is constantly pet. 
ting enriched with French words. Quyht J 
coully te gay enriched? Tt svems to anu Liat 
on the contrary, «language is impoverished 
by borrowing not words alone, bat whole 
phraane from o forcign une. 

Neologism has invaded literature, journal. 
jam, and conversttion. In certain novels 
this craze is carried to a ridiculous point. 
In the last century, after the victories ui 
Blenheim and Malplaqnet, Addison lifted 
his. voice aguinst this irruption of Fronch 
words, and asked that the luw should in- 
terdict the uso of thei, 
‘bo once more alarmed. 

In France, during the past century, it is 
truo ve have borrowed some words apply- 
ing to political oconomy, sport, manufac- 
ture, und navigation especially ; but they 
are only words, and words of which the 

"greater number had previously been bor- 
rowed of us by our neighbours, auch as 
budget, tuned, jockey, jury, fashion, &e, 
that the English had themselves mite out 
Of bougette, tunnel (Eornredtt), jucyuet, jure, 
fagen, &e. 

0 English languago of the presont: day 
borrows entire phrwes from our own: @

French fashions have quite taken root 
over here, and have brought a vocabulary 
of their own with them, . Besides, English. 
women, who ure much more easily shocked 
by the namo’ of a thbjg than by the thing 
itself, havo been + ery happy in avoiding 
tho English names of cortai moro or loss 
unmentionable parts of their dress. The 
words chemise, corset, corseye, veste, tor. 
ure, &e., ure all English words now. In- 
dispensable pieecs of bedroom furniture are 
all called by their French names.
